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Jeff going big 
to fight cancer

TORQUAY surfer Jeff Rowley is taking on 
the biggest waves in the world with his bare 
hands to raise $1 million for charity. 

Rowley, 32, has pledged to surf a 50-foot, 
or 1 5-metre wave, without the usual help of 
a jet ski in giant surf to raise the money for 
Breast Cancer Foundation. 

He began his fundraising mission after 
four close female friends were diagnosed 
with cancer last year. 

"Charge for Charity is my way of giving 
back to people less fortunate than me while 
doing what I love. 

"It's such a massive challenge. A lot of 
people have told me I'm crazy but it's not as 
challenging as facing cancer." 

Rowley initially set his mark at eight 
metres but lifted the bar after surfing a larg- 
er wave at Fiji's Cloudbreak earlier this year. 

"Surfing a wave that big unassisted by a 
jet ski is like having a five-storey building 
moving at you at 60km/hour and trying to 
catch it. 

"When you wipe out it's the scariest 
thing.You feel like a rag doll being hit by a 
Mack truck." 

Rowley said he was undergoing intensive 
training to meet his challenge, which could 
take place anywhere in the world. 

"The most important thing is to keep your 
nerves under control, otherwise you go into 
fight or flight mode."

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FLOOD ZONES FURY: 

Rising 
costs, 
falling 
prices

HOME-building costs are soar- 
ing thousands of dollars to 
comply with Geelong council 
flood overlays, according to 
builders. 

They said the overlays could 
also devalue existing homes in 
designated flood-risk areas by 
up to $50,000. 

Housing Industry Associa- 
tion warned that the overlays 
were adding extra develop- 
ments to the planning system, 
costing additional time and 
money. 

Council has so far introduced 
overlays covering parts of 
Corio, Norlane, North Geelong, 
Hamlyn Heights, Geelong 
West, Newtown, Barwon Heads 
and Little River. Separate flood 
studies cover the Armstrong 
Creek growth area. 



Builder Mark Little said the 
overlays added $10,000 to 
$15,000 to the cost of a con- 
crete slab for a typical $300,000 
new home. 

Mr Little, vice chair of 
Master Builders Association's 
Geelong division, said the cost 
was in design and materials. 

"The extra costs will be sig- 
nificant because you have to 
build the slab higher to meet 
minimum clearances above the 
estimated flood levels. 

"In renovations or extensions 
the floor height has to comply 
with the flood overlay as well, 
so you may have to step up to 
your extension. 

"The issue has been brought 
up at our monthly meetings and 
we're asking all the regional 
centres to band together to 
lobby the government."

"We want the government to 
simplify the requirements so it 
can be dealt with at building per- 
mit stage rather than in the plan- 
ning system. 

"Housing affordability appears 
to have received no consideration 
at all. I don't know whether coun- 
cil fully comprehends the ramifi- 
cations down the line. 

"We're gathering information 
on some of the ridiculous and out- 
landish examples of what's going 
on." 

HIA Victorian executive direc- 
tor Gil King blamed additional 
bureaucracy for increasing build- 



ing costs. 

"Every extra week or month is 
an additional burden and councils 
are making it harder by these 
extra overlays, caveats and 
requirements that didn't exist 12 
months ago." 

Councillor Rod Macdonald, 
who holds council's planning 
portfolio, said council would be 
negligent if it failed to act on 
flood overlays. 

"All we're doing is identifying 
the current situation regarding 
topography and water flows," he 
said. 

"The flood studies have been 
done over the past 10 years and 



application of them has already 
been in place under the building 
regulations. 

"Builders still had to build at 
these heights regardless of the 
mapping." 

Cr Macdonald said the flood 
overlays provided transparent 
information for purchasers. 

"Previously the information 
wasn't out there for people to 
know when buying property. It's 
part of the responsibility we have 
as a council." 

Cr Macdonald said council had 
referred the overlays to Planning 
Minister Matthew Guy for 
approval.

Karingal chief Daryl Starkey 
said the CREATE board initiated 
merger discussions with his 
organisation. 

"It's been a challenge for CRE- 
ATE to maintain a sustainable 
future," he said. 

"The CREATE board felt it was 
better for staff and clients to be 
with a larger organisation so serv- 
ices could continue." 

Mr Starkey said the organisa- 
tions were going through a due 
diligence stage. 

They hoped to finalise arrange- 
ments early next year, he said. 

"We're in serious discussions 



and its early days but, unless 
something untoward appears, it 
should go through." 

Mr Starkey said staffing would 
remain unchanged. 

"All staff will be re-employed. 
We'll take a couple of months to 
discuss how services can be inte- 
grated."

' Outrageous 9 , says road safety body 

Police boat to ' block' 
speed cameras in city

VICTORIA'S water police will block speed 
cameras in Geelong with a boat, according to an 
officer. 

Leading Senior Constable and Police 
Association delegate Matthew Blythe said the 
boat would warn motorists of nearby cameras as 
part of an ongoing pay dispute. 

The water police began blocking cameras on 
Melbourne roadsides this week to advance a 4.5 
per cent pay claim against State Government's 
offer of 2.5 per cent. 

Ld Sen Const Blythe said the boat was a 
"visual way" to ramp up the pay push. 

"Once we know where the speed cameras will 
be for the week we'll determine where and when 
you'll see us with the boat around Geelong," he 
said. 

Road Safe Barwon Chair Rod Bennett "pro- 
fusely objected". 

He feared that blocking the cameras would 
encourage speeding. 

"Speeding is a major contributor to death and 
injury on our roads, with speed contributing to 
over 40 per cent of fatalities in Victoria," Mr 
Bennett said. 

"Speed cameras are an integral part of enforc- 
ing speed limits and changing driver behaviour." 

Police Association Secretary Greg Davies 
said pay negotiations were in the "hands of the 
Government". 

"The position with the Government is exactly 
the same as nine months ago," he said. 

"We have no idea how much longer this will 
go on but all of it will stop if State Government 
negotiates. 

"As yet they still haven't put forward a count- 
er proposal." 

Baillieu Government spokesman Simon 
Troeth said the pay discussions were still under- 
way. 

"We've made it clear that any payment above 
2.5 per cent has to be offset with productivity 
improvements," he said. 

"What tactics they use is up to them but we 
continue to negotiate in good faith." 

Geelong police are also taking industrial 
action as part of the pay dispute. 

Officers have temporarily halted voluntary 
duties, emailing, recording incoming calls, fill- 
ing in running sheets and compiling statistical 
information.

ing it at a female driver who 
swerved to avoid him. 

He also pushed the weapon 
into the stomach of a man 
while demanding a cigarette, 
Sen Cont Woodhead said. 

Police responded, sur- 
rounding Mr Simpson-White's 
unit and ordering students 
and staff at a nearby primary 
school to keep indoors. 



Police arrested him without 
incident and found the imita- 
tion firearm in the backyard, 
the court heard.

' Spectacular fool '

A GROUP of Werribee thieves 
raided eight Geelong stores in 
one afternoon in a "spectacular 
display of foolishness", a court 
heard this week. 

Jeremy Dharmabandu, 19, of 
Werribee, fronted Geelong 
Magistrates Court on charges of 
theft after a planned theft ram- 
page with three friends. 

Police Prosecutor Senior 
Constable Glenn Abbott told 
the court Dharmabandu and his 
three co-accused, including 
mother and daughter Pauline 
and Ellie Shields, "formulated" 
the thefts after discussing their 



limited finances. 

Sen Const Abbott said the 
thefts began when Dharma- 
bandu drove the co-accused and 
Shields' nine-year-old son to 
Geelong where they had lunch 
in Market Square Shopping 
Centre. 

The group then went to Cotton 
On where Pauline Shields stood 
outside with a trolley filled with 
recycle bags as Dharmabandu 
stole products worth $50. 

Sen Const Abbott told the 
court Dharmabandu and the 
others then went to seven other 
stores to steal a further $3136 in 
goods. 



Two of the co-accused set off 
an alarm in Borders as they left 
the store, with staff and 
Westfield security guards chas- 
ing them before they dumped 
their trolley on Malop St. 

Pauline Shields later contact- 
ed Borders requesting the trol- 
ley back, the court heard. 

Dharmabandu told police he 
participated in the thefts 
because he was "out of clothes", 
Sen Const Abbott said. 

Ms Ebsworth, for Dharma- 
bandu, described the crime as a 
"spectacular display of foolish- 
ness" and "entirely out of char- 
acter". 



Ms Ebsworth described 
Dharmabandu, a student, as a 
"productive member of society". 

Ms Ebsworth asked magis- 
trate Stephen Myall not to record 
a conviction against her client. 

"His prospects would be 
dimmed," she said. 

Mr Myall said a conviction 
was "appropriate" because 
Dharmabandu was involved in 
a "degree of planning" for the 
thefts. 

He convicted and fined 
Dharmabandu $1250. 

Pauline and Ellie Shields 
were both convicted and fined 
in Geelong Magistrates Court 
earlier this year.

INCREASING demand for 
autism support services has 
prompted a campaign for a new 
Geelong West facility. 

Gateways Support Services 
chief executive officer Rosemary 
Malone said the campaign 
sought $960,000 for a new wing 
on the east side of the agency's 
Albert Street building. 

"It will enable us to increase 
our services by 30 per cent," 

"The facility will be a bright 
and welcoming one-stop-shop 
where children with autism and 
other disabilities and their fami- 
lies can find support, programs 
and services in one central place." 

Ms Malone said the state-of- 



the-art facility would feature a 
sound-proof assessment suite, 
occupational therapy and speech 
therapy rooms, management and 
psychology programs and social 
activity areas. 

Multi-purpose rooms in the 
new wing would also be avail- 
able for community use. 

Mrs Malone said autism in 
the Barwon South West region 
had increased from one child in 
1000 to one in 160 due to "pop- 
ulation growth". 

Building works were sched- 
uled to commence in May sub- 
ject to funding, she said.

The rollout would begin at Grovedale and 
Highton, with the remainder of the 110,000 
meters installed in the region next year. 

Powercor's service area covers Geelong, 
the Bellarine Peninsula, Surf Coast and part 
of Golden Plains shire. 

A spokesperson for Energy Minister 
Michael O'Brien said the smart meters were 
still under review. 

"The review, including a cost-benefit 
analysis, is continuing and a decision will be 
made by the end of the year," he said. 

"Consumers will receive two letters advis- 



ing of the rollout in their area and have the 
option of contacting their electricity compa- 
ny and requesting that a smart meter not be 
installed at their property." 

Figures from Victoria's Energy and Water 
Ombudsman revealed complaints about 
smart meters almost doubled during the first 
six months of the year. 

"We've received customer complaints, 
from problems with the exchange of meters, 
high bills and installation issues," Energy 
and Water Ombudsman Fiona McLeod said. 

A Department of Treasury and Finance 
report on the review said submissions 
expressed concerns about the meters' cost 
and accuracy, the imposition of time-of-use 
tariffs and health issues such as radiation. 

The meters would end estimated billing 
and offered faster fault detection and 
response, he said.

GEELONG taxi drivers will 
undergo weekly police checks to 
weed out criminals, according to 
an industry boss. 

Geelong Taxi Network chief 
executive officer Peter Valentine 
said police would cross-check 
drivers' names against outstand- 
ing warrants, criminal charges 
and other infringements. 

The worst offenders faced jail, 
arrest or on-the-spot bans, Mr 
Valentine said. 

The checks would be part of a 
statewide agreement between 
Victoria Police and Department 
of Transport's Victorian Taxi 
Directorate (VTD) to test 50,000 
taxi, bus and chauffeur drivers 
each week. 

Mr Valentine said authorities 
previously only checked whether 
drivers were criminals or wanted 
by police when applying for their 
licences to drive taxis or when 
under investigation. 

"It's another step in improving 
our service and public transport 
state-wide. 

"It's extremely important it's 
done. We welcome the announce- 
ment." 

State Public Transport Minister 
Terry Mulder said recent police 
checks had discovered 84 taxi, 
bus and wedding car drivers who 
had committed serious category- 
one offences. 

Category-one offenders includ- 
ed paedophiles, rapists, murder- 
ers, culpable drivers and child 
pornography offenders. 

Mr Mulder said the new initia- 
tive would further boost safety.

"WE THOUGHT he was dead." 

With those emotion-charged 
words, Joe Serra choked as he 
recounted the moment he saw his 
motorcyclist son Adam hit a car 
and fall still on the road. 

"1 still relive it in my mind, 
over and over. I still don't under- 
stand how he lived," the Geelong 
finance guru and musician said. 

"I can only thank the guardian 
angel that protected him. It's a 
miracle he survived." 

Joe and wife Mary were both in 
the driveway of their Grovedale 
home at the time of the accident. 

Mary heard the impact and 
screamed, knowing instantly what 
it meant. 

Adam hadn't ridden his motor- 
bike for a while before deciding 
three weeks ago to put in a new 
battery to give the roadbike a 
quick run. 

As he took off a car began a U- 
turn in his path. Neither had any 
margin for error. 

Adam hit the brakes but was 
high-sided off the bike and slid 
across the bitumen in his T-shirt 
and jeans. 

"It's had quite an impact on the 
rest of the family and our friends. 
It's very close to home," Joe said. 

The accident had a similar 
affect on the car driver. 

"I spoke to him afterwards and 
he was really badly shaken up," 
Joe said. 

"He was so concerned about 
Adam, so I stayed in touch with

him and let him know how Adam 
was doing. 

"He told me he was having the 
same flashbacks as us. There's no 
blame here but it's been traumatic 
for all of us." 

Adam suffered two fractured 
ribs, bruised lungs and deep 
grazes to one side, a thigh and 
arms. His knees were skinned to 
the bone. 

"He left a lot of skin and blood 
on the road but it looks like he'll 
make a full recovery," Joe said. 

"Normally he wears full 
leathers and that would have 
made a lot of difference." 



Adam said he had been off work 
as a self-employed tiler, so he had 
taken a financial hit as well. 

"It took a while to sink in but 
while I was in hospital I realised I 
could have died or been paralysed. 

"It's a weird feeling thinking 
about how serious it could have 
been and yet how fortunate I am. 

"You realise how precious life 
is."

GEELONG'S rural and farming past 
stands the city in good stead when it 
comes to showjumping.

Libraries funding 
package accepted

THE REGION'S libraries will accept a two-year 
funding agreement after winning their battle for 
State Government to restore its level of contribu- 
tions, according to Geelong councillor Rod 
Macdonald. 

Cr Macdonald, who chairs Geelong Regional 
Library Corporation, said the agreement would 
leave the region's libraries "slightly behind the 
expected funding". 

"We've had our funding topped up to the same 
as last year but we still miss out on indexation."

ship. The Government prefers facilities in Papua 
New Guinea to the Liberal-designated option in 
Nauru. 

Geographically, this is common sense. Most boats 
entering Australian waters come from the north- 
west through Ashmore Reef and are diverted to 
Christmas Island. 

Malaysia is directly north and close by. 

Are opponents serious in demanding these 
arrivals be flown thousands of kilometres due east at 
greater expense just to appease their political agen- 
da? If the Government relents and agrees to this 
option it will be criticised, ridiculed and humiliated 
for back-flipping. 

Accusations of mistreatment by authorities are 
also false. After apprehension, these refugees are 
provided wholesome foods, warm beds, a roof over 
their heads, safety, security and protection, ameni- 
ties for washing, first-class air travel, health checks 
and counselling et cetera. 

The refugees themselves take appalling risks, 
with their children crammed onto unseaworthy 
boats with little food, no amenities, no health 
checks, crossing in atrocious weather conditions et 
cetera. In custody they set fire to holding facilities 
and publicise hunger strikes to expediate processing. 

The Government controls immigration proce- 
dures, not desperate refugees or people smugglers, 
and grants refugees status based on genuine criteria.

Rocked by death : 
Angry battles on

ROCK music is spurring on 
Rose Tattoo front man Angry 
Anderson as his legendary 
Australian band faces another 
battle with cancer. 

Anderson lamented the death 
of his four previous bandmates 
from cancer as two others 
began their own treatments for 
the deadly disease. 

Thank God for rock and roll, 
he said. 

"I think music's a wonderful 
healing component and is one 
of the things that helped us to 
get through on a personal 
level," Anderson told the 
Independent. 

"It's been very difficult to 
lose so many friends." 

Anderson said the latest 
diagnoses forced the group to 
cancel its American and 
European tours scheduled for 
the next two months to instead 
focus on smaller, more-intimate 
Australian performances. 

The traditionally "bone- 
crunching heavy rock group" 
would swap its trademark style 
for a philosophical approach

this time around. 

"People don't want to come 
and see us staggering around 
drunk and falling around the 
place with blood streaming 
down our faces anymore," 
Anderson said. 

"It's about the music and 
enjoying one another's compa- 
ny now." 

Rose Tattoo formed its raw 
blues rock sound in 1976 with 
the distinctive slide guitar of 
founder Peter Wells and the 



powerful vocals of Anderson at 
the forefront. 

Within months Albert 
Productions added the band to 
its stable including AC/DC and 
The Angels. 

But cancer began to creep 
into the Rose Tattoo camp after 
more than 30 years together. 
Wells lost his battle in March 
2006, with former bass player 
Ian Rilen following seven 
months later. 

Anderson recalled the tough 



Wells fondly. 

"He said to me in typical 
Pete style: 'They'll probably 
expect you to curl up in the 
foetal position or fade away to 
nothing' and I laughed. He said 
'So f — them. Just get up, 
we're not going away; don't do 
what people might expect' ". 

Anderson, who has earned 
praise for his youth and charity 
work, said '70s rock was still 
alive and well, pointing to the 
re-emergence of other 
Australian bands from the era, 
such as Cold Chisel, The 
Angels and The Radiators. 

But rock and roll was more 
than drugs, girls and bad behav- 
iour, he said. 

"We had one delightful cou- 
ple in Wollongong turn up with 
their two daughters and son in 
their 20s - they'd met at a Rose 
Tattoo gig. All these years later 
they were bringing their chil- 
dren to our gig. 

"Not only was it heart-warm- 
ing, it meant we'd stood the test 
of time." 

Rose Tattoo will play Deakin 
Waterfront Cafe on August 28.

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Toyota's fuel-efficient hybrid

Different car manufacturers are 
approaching the quest for 
improved fuel efficiency in dif- 
ferent ways. Automotive giant Toyota 
is the leading proponent of petrol/elec- 
tric hybrid option with its iconic Prius 
model at the forefront. 

Prius has now been joined by the 
Hybrid Camry which is the first mass 
production hybrid ever built in 
Australia. It uses imported parts for the 
hybrid drive system, these are mated to 
the locally made Camry body. 

Toyota claims the Camry Hybrid 
uses 32 per cent less fuel than the con- 
ventional petrol Camry. It is officially 
rated at 6.0 litres per 100 km, placing 
it in the economy league of compact 
and small cars. 

The Atkinson-cycle petrol engine 
produces 110 kW of power at 6000 
rpm and 187 Nm of torque at 4400 
rpm. The petrol engine uses standard 
unleaded fuel. The engine is linked to 
two electric motors that produce up to 
105 kW with 270 Nm of torque. 

Camry Hybrid uses a seamless CVT 
transmission, again to reduce con- 
sumption. 

The car's main battery is stored in 



the boot between the rear wheels. 
Steering, suspension handling have 
genuine feeling compared with the 
flatness of other hybrids, including 
Prius. 

The outer edges of the bumper flow 
into the sides of the vehicle with side 
faces that are almost flat for better air- 
flow. Camry Hybrid's radiator grille 
further differentiates the hybrid model 
with a unique design and satin-chrome 
finish, also used as a garnish on the 
boot lid. The rear lamps have a clear 
cover and LED lights that use less 
power and as a result reduce fuel use. 

Away from sight are three covers - 
under the engine, rear floor and fuel 
tank - that improve airflow and reduce 
drag. The overall drag coefficient is 
0.27 which Toyota claims is among the 
best in mass-produced family cars. 

It's early days yet, but Toyota 
Australia believes that it's on target to 
meet its first year sales projection of 
10,000 Hybrid Camry vehicles with 
around 3200 sold between February 
and June 2010. This demonstration of 
the car's driving dynamics can only 
help the buying public better under- 
stand what this new and fascinating 
automotive technology is all about.

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High purrformance: Jaguar's sports variant of the XF looks 
catlike in its on-road stance - and that's no optical illusion. 

The big cat 
is unleashed

The XF R is the high-performance 
model in Jaguar's XF range and 
has been on sale in Australia 
since August 2009. The 'R' signifies 
that it comes from the high-perform- 
ance division of Jaguar and, as such, 
that it competes against cars from 
BMW's M Division, Mercedes' AMG 
and Audi's RS. 

Styling of the Jaguar XF works very 
well, particularly as the company has 
often been criticised for having been 
stuck in the past with its body shapes. 
With the XF Jaguar's chief designer 
Ian Callum has managed the difficult 
task of penning a car that looks ultra- 
modern, yet which still carries cues to 
Jaguar's heritage. 

Big sports machines are one impor- 
tant area in which the Brits can chal- 
lenge the Germans and the Italians 
without feeling in any way embar- 
rassed. 

The Jaguar XF R is powered by a 
supercharged 5.0-litre V8 punching 
out 500 horsepower, 374 kW, and a 
very satisfying 625 Nm of torque. 

This stunning powerplant propels 
the big XF R saloon from rest to 100 
km/h in a mere 4.9 seconds. 

Not so many years ago there were 
pure bred sports cars that couldn't get 
off the line with that much alacrity. 

Acceleration like this makes over- 
taking ridiculously easy and ultra safe. 
The engine also makes a mockery of 
the low speed limits with which we are 
lumbered in Australia as it's obviously 
keen to run at normal motorway 
speeds of 130 to 140 km/h. 

It's not just the big push in the back 
the new Jaguar V8 provides that 
makes us smile when sitting beside 
this engine. 

Being supercharged means you 
don't get the irritating lag that plagues 
turbocharged units. Put your foot 
down in the big Jag and it responds 
virtually instantly - you want the car 
to go faster and it does. 

Perhaps it's the control freak in me, 
but I like it like that. 

Then there's the exhaust note, a real 
cat-like snarl that's big in quality as 
well as volume. 

The feel of this supercharged 5.0- 



litre is something you have to experi- 
ence to really understand what it's all 
about. 

This engine has the slight roughness 
in its throb that's made V8s the pre- 
ferred engines amongst muscle car 
enthusiasts since the 1930s. Jaguar's 
engineers could have smoothed their 
engine out to the extent that you would 
barely have realised that it was there - 
but because they have a deep under- 
standing of what V8s are all about 
deliberately chose not to do so. 

For those who like having ratio con- 
trol, the XF features Fl style paddles 
on the steering wheel. One on the left 
for downshifts, that on the right for 
upshifts. 

You don't get this sort of perform- 
ance without using extra fuel, but the 
engineers have done a pretty good job 
in the efficiency stakes. Expect your 
big supercharged Jaguar to use about 
14 to 17 litres per hundred kilometres 
around town. 

The big Jaguar does not sacrifice 
ride and comfort for handling. The big 
cat grips, and grips hard no matter how 
hard you push it. 

The Adaptive Dynamics System 
monitors body movements 100 times a 
second, and wheel positions 500 times 
a second to instantly adjust for opti- 
mum handling and ride. 

There's also active differential con- 
trol which limits slip between the rear 
wheels. This British sports saloon real- 
ly inspires driver confidence, but 
before pushing it to extremes always 
remember that physics will win in the 
end... 

Jaguar XF R is relatively conserva- 
tive in its appearance. Its alloy wheels 
are 20-inch, and there are revised 
bumpers and lower front air intakes, 
sill extensions, bonnet louvers, four 
tail pipes and boot lid spoiler. 

The new Jaguar XF R is scintillating 
in its performance, but this is at little 
cost to comfort. 

The ride is slightly firm, but luxuri- 
ously comfortable, even across uneven 
country roads. 

This Jaguar is just as at home on the 
open road as in the suburbs, though 
it's perfectly comfortable in peak hour 
traffic, its real forte is eating up the 
miles on highways.

Surf continues producing salmon while snapper bite during afternoons 




SURF anglers continued to find plenty of 
salmon from our surf beaches in the past 
week. 

Most fish were under 1kg but the sheer 
numbers available made for some fantas- 
tic fishing. 

While I was away in Queensland for an 
Australian Fishing Tackle Show, mate John 
Mole harassed the salmon at Fairhaven, 
catching and releasing literally dozens of 
fish on most lure-casting sessions. 

The key to catching salmon at either 
Fairhaven or Eastern View is to know 
what the tide is doing. Highs are best at 
Fairhaven, while the lows are definitely 
best at Eastern View. 

Salmon were also taken at Jan Juc and at 
Breamlea where lure anglers again clearly 
caught the most fish, although the largest 
we know of were landed on surf poppers. 

Paul Jeffries cast lures for salmon at 
Cinema Point, catching around 20 fish to 
a cracking 2.9kg. Paul found the fish bot- 
tled up against the rocks feeding on small 
garfish. 

A night session at 13th Beach reward- 
ed Danny Martin with two nice gummy 
sharks, both over 5kg cleaned. Danny had 
a number of other good fish on but lost 
them due to constant snagging. 

Terry Jones fished Anglesea River 
where he caught plenty of small salmon

and mullet until a rod folded just on dark 
with a nice bream of 38cm. Terry used 
bass yabby baits. 

Silver trevally captures from 
Queenscliff's cut were patchy, with the 
lead-up to high tide producing the fish 
averaging 900g. However, a couple of 
large fish of 2kg were also caught. 

Soft plastics will account for most 
trevally in this location bait anglers 
should use chicken or pilchard fillet to get 



among the action. 

Ideal conditions led to snapper anglers 
out in force on Corio Bay, with some top 
captures reported. 

Reasonable numbers of fish between 
2kg and 5kg were landed, with a couple 
pushing over 8kg. 

Anglers fishing in the vicinity of the 
silos piers had the best results but fish 
were also taken close in at North Shore 
rocks and Western Beach. 



Anglers reported that the fish were 
schooling up and once located were quite 
easy to catch, with better results through- 
out the afternoons. 

Fisherman's Pier rewarded land-based 
anglers with a variety of species includ- 
ing silver trevally, bream, snapper and 
trevalla on baits such as sandworm, bass 
yabby and chicken hard. Anglers fishing 
after dark enjoyed the best results. 

Eastern Beach hosted a nice shoal of 



salmon averaging over 1kg working the 
shallows, with lure casters having a ball 
on and off early this week. 

Soft plastics anglers again found some 
quality snapper on the outer-harbour 
spoil grounds. 

Reports of squid captures continued, 
with Clifton Springs a great starting point 
in less than two metres of water. Small 
dark or natural coloured jigs were stand- 
out performers. 

Lake Purrumbete produced quality 
brown trout to anglers who trolled with 
either Tassie Devils or small, bibbed 
lures. Fish of over 4kg were caught, with 
most averaging around 2kg. 

Lake Bullen Merri returned plenty of 
quality brown trout after dark on local gud- 
geon. Anglers putting in the hours found 
the best fishing was between 6pm and 
10pm and then again from 3am to 8am. 

Both Tooliorook and Deep Lake were 
also worth fishing, with rainbow trout 
averaging 1kg readily caught on 
Powerbait. Lures also worked well, with 
a huge variety producing the goods. 

Hepburn Lagoon kept firing, with rain- 
bow trout around 1kg caught on lure, fly 
and bait. There was no need to be at this 
water early, with the action at its best 
throughout the middle of the day. 

Newlyn Reservoir produced better- 
than-average brown trout, with both lure 
and fly working also during the middle of 
the day. 

A couple of weeks back I mentioned 
bag limits for trout but it seems there are 
plenty of anglers still unaware that the 
limit is five per day. Anglers should avoid 
taking more than they need to allow for 
top angling in coming years.
